We d n't want to he too hard on these 
committees After all. they did function well 
enough to produce the overall development pro. 
gram, a 20 page document w ith important statis. 
tics that somebody obviously worked hard on 

But at what cost in efficiency, in wasted 
power of the community leaders we mentioned 
above’ And lr>w many of the people on each 
subcommittee participated in its functions, or 
even knew he was on the committee in the 
first place’ 

We h pc »he new PCDA will avoid this kind 
of pitfall We hene it will be a streamlined 
organization that will recocmze the need for 
simplicity n anv kind of project We hope it 
will be convinced that any committee with over 
3 pemle on it is like a horse with two jnckevs,

Mr. Dixon then suggested that one 
of the most effective ways to combat 
poverty is obviously to hold young peo- 
ple in school as long as possible. 

There are perhaps more fundamen- 
tal causes of poverty in areas like East- 
ern Kentucky, but Mr. Dixon is certain- 
ly on solid ground when he ties in edu- 
cation with a better standard of living. 



The tragedy is that this kind of 
problem is self-perpetuating. A child 
won’t go to school because the parcels 
are poor, and the parents are poor be- 
cause they didn’t go to school, just as t^ie 
children are doomed to be once they 
quit. Educating young people is one of 
the best ways we can fight the poverty 
that burdens so many of our neighbors, -
